Vicky  donned  just  enough  makeup  to 
give  her  a persuasive  feminine  guise,  and  would 
at  times  put  small  braids  in  her  hair.  He  biggest 
problem  was  getting  home  from  college  in  time  for 
Rod  to  regain  consciousness.  He  had  to  work  from 
two  in  the  afternoon  to  nine  at  night.  Rod  drove  a 
silver  El  Camino  and  had  a job  as  a plating  super- 
visor. When  he  returned  home  from  work  he 
would  rendezvous  with  his  girlfriend  Laurie. 

Laurie  lived  over  Rod  in  the  same  apartment 
complex.  She  was  twenty-two  at  the  time  and  had 
shoulder  length  brown  hair  with  a pretty,  round 
face  and  stood  about  five  feet  four  inches  tall.  She 
was  a heterosexual  genetic  female  who  always 
smiled  and  laughed  a lot.  Their  relationship  each 
evening  consisted  of  some  cans  of  beer,  getting 
stoned  and  then  having  sex.  After  that  Janet 
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would  come  out  of  Rod  and  a different  friendship 
would  occur. 

For  Laurie,  Janet  was  a groovy  joy  and  a fun 
playmate.  Just  as  any  two  girls  together  they 
would  gossip,  pamper  each  other  and  try  on  each 
other’s  clothes.  In  the  beginning  and  during  this 
stage  I don’t  believe  she  knew  that  Janet  was  a 
separate  personality  of  Rod.  I think  she  just  con- 
sidered him  as  a transvestite.  Rod  had  been 
Laurie’s  lover.  Janet  was  her  playmate.  Vicky  was 
the  straw  that  broke  her  back  and  chased  her 
away.  This  is  what  happened! 

After  Rod  had  sex  with  Laurie,  Janet  would 
once  again  manifest.  She  leaped  out  of  bed  with 
her  status  quo  excitement,  and  bubbling  with  en- 
thusiasm she  interrogated:  “so  where  are  we  go- 
ing tonight,  Laurie?” 

“I  thought  we’d  hang  out  at  the  new  disco  that 
has  just  opened  at  Pruneridge  Mall.  You’d  better 
hurry  up  and  get  in  the  shower  and  shave  good, 
while  I get  our  outfits  together,”  Laurie  said 
pointing  to  the  bathroom  then  to  the  closet. 

Janet  wasted  no  time.  From  the  shower  she 
yelled,  “I  want  to  wear  my  new  leopard  print 
mini-skirt  with  my  black  fringed  jacket.  Can  you 
go  downstairs  and  get  it  for  me?  And  pick  out  a 
pair  of  shoes  that  match?  And  some  lingerie, 
okay?” 

“Sure,  babe!”  Laurie  answered.  She  went  down- 
stairs in  her  bathrobe  with  the  door  key  in  hand. 
Inside  where  she  had  been  so  many  times  before, 
she  entered  the  bedroom  to  retrieve  the  outfit 
from  Janet’s  closet.  It  had  always  been  interesting 
for  Laurie  to  go  through  Janet’s  closet  because 
she  saw  not  only  Rod’s  male  clothes,  and  Janet’s 
sexy  things,  but  Vicky’s  own  demure  hippie 
clothes,  which  she  never  saw  Janet  wear.  Remem- 
ber at  this  time  she  had  never  actually  met  Vicky. 
So  she  couldn’t  really  understand  why  these 
things  were  there  that  Janet  never  wore.  Yet 
Laurie  never  did  ask  Janet  or  Rod  about  them, 
because  she  just  figured  Rod  was  a sissy  who  had 
many  different  kinds  of  clothes.  There  were  also 
little  girl  pretty  dresses  hanging  in  the  closet  that 
belonged  to  Valerie.  But  Valerie  at  this  time  was 
very  deep  and  only  surfaced  once  or  twice  a 
month,  and  is  not  really  a part  of  this  recent  era 
in  Rod’s  life. 

Back  up  in  Laurie’s  apartment,  she  laid  out 
Janet’s  underwear  and  outfit  on  the  bed,  then  se- 
lected her  own  sexy  dress  from  her  closet.  She 
chose  an  orange  and  black  tight  mini-dress  that 


would  complement  Janet’s  clothes.  (When  two 
girls  go  out  together  without  a male  escort,  it’s  a 
good  practice  to  wear  clothes  that  don’t  clash.) 
Laurie  hopped  into  the  shower  with  Janet  who 
was  about  ready  to  get  out.  But  Janet  did  remain 
in  the  shower  for  just  a bit  longer  to  help  get 
Laurie  nice  and  soapy.

After  dust- 
ing herself  with  Pavi  Elle  perfumed  powder,  she 
slipped  into  a ‘comehither’  black  tulip  lace  basque, 
pulled  up  her  sheer  mocha  stockings  and  fastened 
them  to  the  garter  straps  that  hung  from  the  sexy 
basque.  Janet  pulled  up  her  black  nylon  panties 
over  her  garter  straps,  then  tucked  in  her  breast 
forms.

Robyn  Ann  Dormer  has  compiled  a collection  of 
brief  commentaries  about  films  that  deal  with  the 
subject  or  have  crossdressers  involved  with  the 
film,  the  interesting  thing  about  this  listing  is 
that  the  films  are  not  all  the  mainstream  ones  of 
the  past  five  or  ten  years,  but  a collection  of  works 
that  span  back  to  the  silent  cinema.  Even  some 
foreign  titles  manage  to  get  into  the  listings. 

Some  of  the  descriptions  of  the  films  are  very 
short.  Take  for  example  the  description  of  For 
Your  Eyes  Only.  “Roger  Moore  007  film  has  fa- 
mous TS  model  Tula  in  one  brief  scene  by  the 
pool.  Look  fast.”  As  you  can  see,  Ms.  Dormer  has 
given  us  all  the  information  that  we  need  about 
this  film,  we  know  where  we  will  find  the  specific 
person  in  question. 

Of  course  this  listing  has  such  works  as  Some 
Like  It  Hot,  Cabaret,  Tootsie,  Outrageous!  and  the 
all-time  favorite  Female  Trouble.  A diverse  selec- 
tion of  photographs  is  scattered  throughout  the 
pages  of  this  book.  The  second  edition  is  now 
available  and  contains  corrections  and  additions 
from  the  previous  edition,  including  a ballot  for 
the  first  ever  Femmie  Awards,  a kind  of  Academy 
Awards  for  crossdressing  films  that  the  reader 
can  vote  on.

Name? 


er  all  the  preparations  have  been  completed, 
after  the  powder  and  paint  are  applied,  all  the 
padding  (top  and  bottom)  firmly  secured,  the 
stockings  rolled  onto  freshly  shaven  legs,  the 
crowning  glory  mounted  on  your  head  — after  the 
female  of  your  dreams  is  staring  at  you  in  the 
mirror,  there  remains  one  eensy-weensy  little 
problem.  What  are  you  going  to  call  yourself? 

Actually,  the  question  of  naming  your  femme 
self,  like  so  many  other  aspects  of  the  tran  experi- 
ence, has  several  levels  depending  on  how  far  out 
of  the  closet  you  want  to  come.  If  that  gorgeous 
creature  in  the  mirror  is  never  going  to  venture 
beyond  your  fantasies,  then  you  can  use  the  most 
blatantly  seductive  name  you  can  think  of,  what- 
ever best  stirs  your  inner  passions.  However, 
don’t  be  surprised  if  the  person  sleeping  next  to 
you  awakens  you  at  three  in  the  morning,  angrily 
demanding  to  know  who  Bambi  is. 

Naming  yourself  becomes  a serious  consider- 
ation as  soon  as  you  come  out  into  the  world. 

From  the  time  you  place  your  first  classified  ad, 
you're  establishing  an  identity  by  which  you  want 
to  be  known,  and  setting  up  a more-or-less  perma- 
nent image  for  yourself.  That’s  not  to  say  you 
can’t  evolve  or  change  — we  all  do,  and  our  names 
go  along  with  it.  I knew  a tran  many  years  ago 
who  liked  to  appear  with  three  different  wigs 
(blonde,  brunette  and  redhead,  of  course)  and  had 
a different  name  and  personality  for  each.  I still 
don’t  know  how  she  kept  them  all  straight  — in 
fact,  maybe  I don’t  want  to  know. 

Closer  to  home,  I was  Debbie  Cunningham  and 
Linda  Cunningham  years  before  I became  Maggie 
Morgan,  with  a couple  of  purges  and  lots  of  self- 
reappraisal in  between.  So,  if  the  first  name  you 
pick  for  yourself  turns  out  to  be  less  than  satisfy- 
ing, feel  free  to  make  alterations. 


But,  what  to  call  yourself?  If  you  have  a gender- 
neutral  name  like  Dale  or  Leslie,  you’re  home 
free...  unless,  of  course,  you  hate  your  name  and 
want  to  try  something  different,  in  which  case 
we’re  back  to  square  one.  Many  trans  find  it  com- 
fortable to  take  the  feminine  version  of  their  male 
name,  which  is  easy  to  do  since  many  common 
names  have  femme  equivalents:  Allan  become 
Alanna,  Daniel  becomes  Danielle,  Charles  be- 
comes Charlotte  or  Charlene,  and  so  forth.  Other 
male  names  become  female  in  their  nickname 
form,  like  Bobbi  for  Robert,  or  Ricki  for  Richard.  If 
you  have  a name  like  Murray  or  Irving  that 
doesn’t  lend  itself  to  either  of  those  methods,  sim- 
ply go  for  alliteration  and  become  Michelle  or 
Irene.  Using  the  same  first  initial,  by  the  way,  has 
distinct  advantages  if  you  choose  to  keep  your  last 
name,  because  you  can  have  credit  cards  and 
similar  items  with  just  your  initials.  If  there’s  no 
photo,  no  one  can  tell  whether  “A  D.  Bates” 
stands  for  “Andrew  David”  or  “Amber  Diane.” 

If  you’re  still  stuck  for  the  right  handle,  pick  up 
a baby  name  book  available  in  the  reference  sec- 
tion of  virtually  every  bookstore  or  library.

This  issue  we  look  at  a very  different  telephone 
service  aimed  at  crossdressers,  a new  book  from 
IFGE  and  an  undergarment  no  girl  should  be 
without.

I’ve  seen  the  ads  for  the  “900”  telephone  num- 
bers aimed  at  crossdressers,  but  I’ve  never  been 
tempted  to  use  one  until  just  recently.  I received 
information  about  HIM-2-FEM,  a crossdresser 
telephone  information  service,  and  immediately 
called  the  number.  The  reason  I called  was  their 
ad  listed  information  about  clubs/groups,  events 
and  publications.  Now  that  was  really  different. 
(See  their  ad  this  issue.) 

When  the  line  connected,  I was  greeted  with  a 
recorded  message  that  the  number  was  out  of  ser- 
vice. Hmmmm?  That’s  odd.  I went  through  the  lit- 
erature again,  got  the  office  number  of  the  lessor 
and  spoke  with  Jerrie,  the  system  manager.  I was 
told  the  number  was  not  yet  in  service  but  would 
be  up  within  a day  or  so.  “Yeah,  sure!”  I thought. 
Then  Jerrie  offered  to  set  up  a conference  call 
and  walk  me  through  the  system  from  the 
manager’s  “back  door.”  OK,  I’m  game. 

Within  a few  minutes,  he  was  back  on  the  line 
and  I was  listening  to  the  introductory  menu  se- 
lection. There  were  several  choices  including  lis- 
ten to  messages  and  leave  a message,  but  I was 
most  interested  in  the  Bulletin  Board.  After  se- 
lecting this  option,  I was  then  presented  with 
more  options  to  choose  from;  ads  for  products  and 


services,  event  information  and  publications. 
Jerrie  had  already  installed  a lot  of  info  gathered 
from  a large  variety  of  sources  in  the  organized 
community.  Other  menu  selections  available  on 
the  system  are  “confessions,”  catalogs,  “shop  talk,” 
and  club/group  information.  At  any  time,  the  lis- 
tener can  skip  ahead  on  uninteresting  messages 
or  can  jump  back  to  any  menu  selection.  Also,  the 
system  does  not  contain,  nor  accept,  sexually  ex- 
plicit material.  I liked  that. 

I’d  heard  enough.  We  dumped  the  conference 
line  and  went  back  to  one  on  one.  Jerrie  and  I 
spoke  more  about  the  system  and  how  much  effort 
had  gone  into  its  development.  We’re  talking 
state-of-the-art  software  here  and  a sizable  in- 
vestment. Since  the  system  is  computer-based, 
updating  the  information  should  be  relatively 
easy.  As  a potential  advertiser,  that’s  good  for  me 
because  I can  get  almost  instant  exposure  for  my 
new  publications.  For  a system  user,  that’s  good 
for  them  because  they  can  get  the  most  current 
information  on  groups,  events,  publications,  ser- 
vices and  the  like,  anywhere  in  the  U.S.  at  any 
time.  If  I were  to  design  a phone-mail/information 
system,  I don’t  think  it  would  be  any  different 
from  this  one. 

So,  if  you’re  not  “hooked-in”  to  one  of  the  many 
TV/TS  computer  bulletin  board  systems  that  per- 
mit “instant”  electronic  mail  and  don't  want  to  in- 
vest in  a computer,  here’s  an  alternative  system 
that’s  almost  as  good.  All  you  need  is  a Touch- 
Tone  telephone. 

And,  in  case  you  were  wondering,  yes,  Jerrie  is 
one  of  us.  Why  else  would  anyone  go  to  all  this 
trouble  and  effort  to  create  a really  useful  system 
for  crossdressers?

In  the  1970’s,  Virginia  Prince  took  a survey  of 
Tri-Ess  members  and  found  that  over  50  percent 
of  the  respondents  expressed  an  interest  in  taking 
female  hormones.  Since  then,  much  has  been 
written  in  the  “gender”  press  about  the  “wonder- 
ful” feminizing  effects  of  these  steroids.  Most  of 
this  information  is  pure  fantasy...  until  now. 

“Hormones”  was  written  by  Sheila  Kirk,  M.D.,  a 
retired  obstetrician-gynecologist  who  is  also  a 
member  of  the  board  of  directors  of  IFGE.  Unlike 
other  hormone  information,  this  book  is  based  on 
medical  fact,  published  medical  literature,  and 
Kirk’s  expert  medical  opinion.  It  gives  a balanced 
view  of  the  pros  and  cons  of  hormonal  therapy  for 
both  M-t-F  and  F-t-M  clients. 

The  book  starts  out  with  an  overview  of  the 
anatomy,  physiology  and  biochemistry  of  both  an- 
drogenic (masculinizing)  and  gynogenic  (feminiz- 
ing) hormones.  The  reader  does  not  need  a 
post-graduate  degree  in  any  of  these  subjects  to 
understand  what  Kirk  is  describing,  but  it 
wouldn’t  hurt  either.  The  book  then  goes  into  de- 
tailed and  specific  discussions  on  the  effects  of  the 
three  major  sex  hormones,  estrogen,  progester- 
one, and  testosterone. 

Considering  the  brief  length  of  this  digest  sized 
book  (59  pages),  Kirk  has  packed  a wealth  of  in- 
formation into  it.  Unfortunately,  that  information 
is  not  easily  extracted  by  the  reader,  which  is  the 
reason  this  book  doesn’t  rate  an  “A.” 

Kirk  writes  with  the  same  style  she  uses  in  con- 
versational speech.  Having  a conversation  with 
Sheila  is  a pleasant  and  wonderful  experience. 

Her  speech  is  mellifluous.  Set  in  type  on  paper, 
however,  it  soon  becomes  tedious  and  often  diffi- 
cult to  follow. 

Kirk  is  not  to  blame  here.  That’s  why  books 
have  editors.  IFGE  did  a poor  job  in  editing  this 
book.  In  fact,  I’d  venture  to  say  it  was  untouched. 
For  example,  on  page  one,  we’re  told  that  the  in- 
formation for  this  book  was  taken  from  “creditable 
researchers.”  A competent  editor  would  have 
caught  the  inappropriate  word  use  and  substi- 


tuted “credible”  instead.  In  another  section  of  the 
book,  Kirk  says  that  the  only  way  to  narrow  the 
male  waist  is  by  surgical  removal  of  a rib.  I don’t 
believe  that  she  seriously  meant  to  advocate  this 
procedure  but  it  sure  does  read  that  way.  The  edi- 
tor should  have  caught  this  and  recommended  its 
deletion.  In  several  places  the  information  pre- 
sented would  have  been  better  handled  in  a few, 
well  organized  tables  rather  than  lengthy  text. 

Finally,  this  is  an  ugly  book.  Almost  every  other 
sentence  is  set  in  boldface  type  negating  its  use- 
fulness as  an  attention  getter.  This  is  an  excellent 
example  of  desktop  publishing  at  its  worst,  but, 
thank  goddess,  that’s  not  the  subject  under  re- 
view. 

Overall,  if  you  have  any  interest  at  all  in  the  ef- 
fects of  male  or  female  hormones  on  the  human 
body,  you  must  have  this  book.  It  is  the  first  book 
in  this  community  to  discuss  the  subject  from  a 
database  of  medical  fact,  not  popular  myth,  and 
Kirk  certainly  has  the  credentials  to  back  up  her 
opinions  where  expressed.  I commend  Kirk  and 
IFGE  for  making  this  milestone  work  available  at 
an  extremely  reasonable  cost.  Perhaps  the  second 
edition  will  be  an  easier  read.

The 

Art  of 

Makeup 


To  insure  a more  attractive  makeup,  it  is  neces- 
sary to  prepare  your  face  just  like  an  artist  pre- 
pares his  canvas.  I say  canvas,  because  in  many 
ways  you  are  also  creating  a work  of  art.  Many  of 
the  same  techniques  an  artist  would  employ  are 
similar  to  the  application  of  makeup.  Some  of 
these  techniques  include  blending,  shading  and 
contouring,  but  first  we  need  to  achieve  a smooth 
surface  for  the  application  of  cosmetics. 

To  begin,  it  is  necessary  to  have  as  close  a 
shave  as  possible,  I recommend  shaving  in  the 
shower  so  that  the  steam  and  heat  will  open  your 
pores  and  allow  you  to  remove  more  of  the  hair  at 
the  base.  Using  baby  oil  rather  than  shaving 
cream  will  not  only  give  you  a closer  shave  by  al- 
lowing the  razor  to  glide  easily  but  will  also  help 
eliminate  chafing  and  soothe  irritated  skin. 

Pat,  rather  than  mb,  your  face  dry  with  a 
towel.  The  skin  is  more  fragile  than  you  realize. 
When  you  rub  your  face  dry  you  stretch  the  skin 
and  cause  it  to  lose  elasticity.  This  may  lead  to 
early  wrinkling.  And,  you  should  always  moistur- 
ize your  face  after  shaving,  regardless  of  whether 
or  not  you  will  be  dressing  en  femme. 

Basic  skin  care  is  important  at  all  times  to 
maintain  a healthy  complexion.  It  is  not  as  com- 
plicated as  most  cosmetic  counter  personnel  may 
have  you  think.  They  are  trained  to  sell  products 
made  by  the  manufacturers  they  represent  and 
they  earn  commission  on  all  sales. 

Your  skin  naturally  contains  moisture  but  it  is 
hampered  by  climate,  alkaline  based  soaps,  pollu- 
tion and  the  sun.  As  skin  loses  moisture,  it  be- 
comes tight  and  dry  or  depending  on  the  degree  of 
irritation,  it  will  do  just  the  opposite  and  start  se- 
creting oil  to  relieve  itself.  So  how  do  you  find  the 
right  balance? 

First,  stop  using  soap  on  your  face.  Try  an  aloe 


based  or  other  natural  herb  cleanser.  If  you  use 
an  astringent  and  it  stings  or  tingles  afterwards, 
try  cutting  it  in  half  with  purified  water.  Staying 
out  of  the  sun’s  rays  for  long  periods  of  time  is  the 
only  way  to  eliminate  premature  wrinkling  also 
know  as  photo-aging. 

When  it  comes  to  moisturizing,  keep  in  mind 
that  the  outer  layer  of  skin  is  a protective  cover 
make  up  of  skin  cells  that  are  naturally  drying  up 
and  will  eventually  slough  off.  In  the  meantime, 
you  can  soften  these  cells  by  applying  surface 
preparations  known  as  moisturizers.  These  con- 
tain various  oils  and  depending  on  their  density 
they  slow  down  the  skin’s  moisture  loss.  There  are 
many  different  moisturizers  on  the  market  and 
each  one  makes  certain  claims.  The  FDA  Con- 
sumer Newsletter  says  “Firms  that  manufacture 
cosmetics  are  neither  required  to  register  their 
company  nor  to  obtain  premarket  FDA  approval 
for  their  formulas.”  Some  statements  made  for 
products  are  in  the  nature  of  “puffery”  to  promote 
the  product.  They  often  claim  their  products  con- 
tain some  secret  ingredient  that  is  superior  to  the 
other  brands  or  some  magic  formula  that  will  ac- 
complish extraordinary  results.  A popularly 
priced  cream  or  lotion  usually  is  just  as  effective 
in  keeping  the  skin  soft  as  the  most  expensive 
cream.  With  the  expensive  cream  the  buyer  may 
be  paying  for  a pretty  jar,  an  appealing  fragrance, 
or  a feeling  and  aura  of  “exclusivity.” 

Don’t  expect  long-lasting  results  from  any  mois- 
turizer, since  tests  have  proven  the  effects  usually 
last  only  up  to  one  week.  One  well-proven  and  ef- 
fective moisturizer  for  very  dry  skin  has  been 
around  for  decades;  Vaseline®  Petroleum  Jelly. 

Of  course,  this  is  best  used  before  bedtime.

ke  most  of  you,  I’ve  been  crossdressing  for 
many  years.  Over  the  years,  there  have  been  a 
few  pleasant  memories.

It  was  April  6 and  I,  along  with  several  other 
Renaissance  members,  were  just  arriving  at 
Gatsby’s  night  club  in  Cherry  Hill,  New  Jersey. 
We  were  sitting  at  the  bar  and  I noticed  a piece  of 
paper.  I also  noticed  there  were  copies  of  the 
handout  all  over  the  place.  It  was  an  announce- 
ment of  an  upcoming  contest;  the  1991  Miss 
Gatsby’s  contest.  I didn’t  give  it  much  thought  at 
the  time  because  I knew  that  this  particular  con- 
test requires  some  sort  of  formal  gown  and  great 
looks.  As  most  of  us  know,  when  we  look  in  the 
mirror,  we  are  our  own  worst  enemy.  I am  no  ex- 
ception. I didn’t  think  I had  the  looks  and  I knew 
for  sure  I didn’t  have  a gown  for  the  occasion. 

The  following  Saturday,  the  same  group  of 
people  met  again  at  Gatsby’s  and  the  announce- 
ments were  all  over  the  bar  again.  I looked  it  over 
one  more  time.  I asked  the  bartender  what  he 
knew  about  the  contest  and  if  he  would  tell  me 
more.  He  said  it  was  basically  a how-  good-do-you- 


look-move-and-answer-a-question  type  of  a con- 
test. No  lip-sync  required.  Hmmm,  I thought, 
“How  do  I convince  my  wife  that  I need  to  buy  a 
gown;”  Problem  #1.  The  contest  was  on  April  27, 
which  happened  to  be  the  same  night  as  the  Re- 
naissance 1991  Spring  Ball;  Problem  #2.  By  the 
time  I left  Gatsby’s,  that  night,  I was  seriously 
considering  entering  the  contest.  I had  to  talk 
with  some  of  my  friends  to  see  what  they  thought. 

In  order  to  understand  my  concern,  I must  tell 
you  that  I have  seen  many  drag-type  contests.  In 
each  one,  the  winner  has  been  gorgeous.  Geez,  the 
gowns  would  probably  cost  me  a pay  check  just  to 
touch.  I didn’t  think  I could  pull  this  off. 

The  following  Monday,  I was  at  the  Cartwheel 
night  club  in  New  Hope,  Pa.  There  are  some  seri- 
ous people  there  and  if  you  ask  them  to  tell  you 
the  truth,  they  will;  whether  you  really  want  it  or 
not.  I asked  several  people  if  they  thought  I had 
what  it  took  to  enter  the  Miss  Gatsby’s  contest. 
They  told  me  to  do  it,  but  it  wasn’t  until  I ask  one 
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particular  close  friend  that  I received  the  most 
unbelievable  response. 

Danee  Russo,  who  is  the  current  Miss  Gay 
Pennsylvania,  is  a dear  friend.  Danee  said  by  the 
time  she  was  finished  with  me  I would  have  what 
it  takes  and  a lot  more.  She  said  she’d  not  only  do 
my  wig  and  makeup  but  she’d  let  me  borrow  one 
of  her  gowns.  I was  in  shock.  All  of  a sudden,  I felt 
some  sort  of  pressure.  A pressure  to  enter  and 
win.  Before  I knew  what  was  happening,  Danee 
was  setting  a schedule  for  a dress  rehearsal. 
Thoughts  began  to  race  in  my  mind.  I always 
wanted  someone  who  was  familiar  with  stage 
makeup  to  show  me  how  it  is  done.  It  seemed  I 
was  going  to  get  it  all  in  one  big  blast.  Danee  told 
me  what  I needed  to  bring.  All  I needed  were  new 
heels  and  long  eyelashes.  She  had  the  rest. 

The  following  Monday,  April  22, 1 arrived  at 
Danee’s  house  at  7:00  pm.  She  wasted  no  time 
making  me  feel  at  home.  I brought  a change  of 
clothes  because  after  the  dress  rehearsal,  we  were 
going  to  the  Cartwheel.  Danee  began  my  makeup 
and  I learned  some  interesting  techniques.  She 
was  fast.  It  took  her  30  minutes  from  start  to  fin- 
ish. (Oh,  I forgot  to  mention  that  my  wife  was 
there  too.  She  didn’t  want  to  see  me  until  I was 
finished  but  as  she  began  to  watch  she  couldn’t 
stop.)  As  Danee  was  applying  the  makeup,  I kept 
looking  at  my  wife  for  a sign  that  would  tell  me 
what  she  thought;  it  was  a look  of  amazement. 

After  the  makeup  was  applied,  Danee  showed 
me  the  gown  she  thought  would  look  best  on  me. 
Great  news  too,  we’re  the  same  size.  She  walked 
towards  me  carrying  this  white  gown.  The  gown 
had  a Spanish  hem  line  (longer  on  one  side),  and  I 
noticed  that  it  was  just  about  backless  with  a veiy 
low  cut  front.  I thought,  there  goes  the  chest  hair 
again.  Danee  helped  me  into  the  gown  and  told 
me  how  much  it  cost.  “Good  grief,”  I thought,  “is 
she  really  going  to  let  me  borrow  this.”  It  wasn’t 
until  I actually  had  it  on  and  looked  in  the  mirror 
that  I realized  I was  actually  going  to  do  it.  I was 
entering  a “Miss  Something”  contest. 

The  expression  on  my  wife’s  face  told  the  story. 
She  was  beyond  pleased,  so  was  Danee  and  even 
“paranoid”  me  could  not  believe  the  sight.  It  was 
like  I was  in  someone  else’s  body.  It  didn’t  look 
like  me,  at  least  not  the  me  I was  used  to  seeing. 

As  all  good  things  come  to  an  end,  so  did  my  va- 
cation at  the  mirror.  It  was  getting  late  and  we 
were  due  at  the  Cartwheel.  Danee  lived  about  5 
minutes  from  there.  When  we  arrived,  not  many 


of  my  friends  recognized  me  at  first.  I have  never 
worn  my  wigs  up.  The  new  makeup  technique 
was  also  different  for  me.  Everyone  was  pleased 
and  strangers  asked  me  if  I was  going  to  be  in  the 
show  that  night.  Some  other  interesting  things 
began  to  happen.  In  the  past,  I’d  have  to  wiggle 
myself  through  a crowd.  Not  this  night.  People 
were  giving  me  a path.  The  reason  still  eludes  me. 
A couple  of  women  told  me  that  they  wished  that 
they  looked  as  good  (Geez,  talk  about  being 
pumped  up).  I told  them  what  I wished...  Any- 
way, at  least  six  people  told  me  that  I looked  like 
Judith  Light  (Who’s  The  Boss).  My  adrenaline 
was  on  a rampage. 

The  day  of  the  contest  finally  came,  Saturday, 
April  27. 1 kept  telling  myself,  “Hey,  enjoy  it.  Get 
some  pictures.  Have  a great  time.”  I knew  that  I’d 
love  to  win  but  I also  knew  that  I’d  be  satisfied  if  I 
got  through  the  whole  thing  without  falling  on  my 
face.  I arrived  at  Danee’s  house  to  find  she  was 
moving.  She  had  to  be  out  by  the  next  day.  She 
had  every  right  to  say  that  she  didn’t  have  the 
time  to  help  me  but  she  didn’t  do  that.  True  to  her 
word,  she  had  kept  out  the  items  that  she  needed 
to  make  me  up.  Everything  else  was  packed. 
(Danee,  I love  you  for  that.)  She’d  told  me  if  she 
had  the  time  that  she  would  go  with  me  to 
Gatsby’s.  Unfortunately,  she  couldn’t.  She  made 
me  up.  I put  the  gown  into  my  car.  Danee  wished 
me  luck  and  I was  on  my  way. 

I arrived  at  Gatsby’s  around  10:00  pm.  When  I 
registered  for  the  contest,  I was  only  the  third  en- 
try. It  wasn’t  until  11 :00  pm  that  my  wife  arrived. 
We  went  into  the  dressing  room  and  I slipped  into 
the  gown  while  the  other  contestants  verbally  ad- 
mired it.  It  was  “Cloud  9”  time.  I looked  into  the 
mirror.  (Yes,  again.)  The  dress  was  perfect.  Down 
to  the  ankle  on  my  right  side  and  just  below  the 
knee  on  the  left.  Ruffles  from  the  bottom  right  to 
the  top  left  and  up  the  side  to  my  hip.  The  ruffle 
ended  in  a rose  formation.  The  top  was  low  cut 
and  cleavage  makeup  had  to  be  applied.  The  back 
was  non  existent  down  to  my  waist.  The  shoulder 
straps  were  the  type  meant  to  just  slightly  fall  off 
the  shoulder.  They  did,  perfectly.  The  new  heels 
were  white  3"  dyeables.  Wig  in  place  and  makeup 
just  right,  we  left  the  dressing  room. 

Again,  I noticed  that  people  would  make  a path. 
Strangers,  many  of  them,  were  talking  to  me  and 
telling  me  how  great  I looked.  Let  me  tell  you  if

The  Fall  of  1990  saw  the  exciting  birth  of  a new 
cross-gendered  group  located  in  Syracuse,  New 
York.  Expressing  Our  Nature  (EON),  an  open 
peer  support  group  for  crossdressers  and  trans- 
sexuals, sponsored  a three-day  convention  for  all 
members  and  friends  of  the  cross-gendered  com- 
munity. The  event  was  called  the  Autumn  Accord 
and  was  held  during  the  first  week  of  November, 
1990.  Even  though  EON  was  less  than  one  year 
old  and  had  less  than  20  active  members,  the  Ac- 
cord was  a success  with  over  70  people  in  atten- 
dance, including  Yvonne  Cook  from  the 
International  Foundation  for  Gender  Education 
and  JoAnn  Roberts  from  Renaissance. 

Building  on  the  success  form  that  first  Accord, 
EON  decided  to  make  it  an  annual  celebration. 
Last  year’s  event  also  energized  the  entire  New 
York  state  gender  community  and  was,  in  a large 
part,  responsible  for  the  formation  of  the  New 
York  State  Gender  Coalition,  a federation  of 
cross-gender  peer  support  groups.  Accordingly  (no 
pun  intended)  the  year’s  Autumn  Accord  is  spon- 
sored not  just  by  EON,  but  also  by  TGIC  of  Al- 
bany, The  Rochester  CD*Network,  and  Butterfly 
of  Binghamton.

Cross-Dressed  Wedding 

Elaine  is  a 35-year-old  suburban  housewife. 
Her  hair  is  neatly  layered  and  slightly  frosted  to 
bring  out  the  blonde  highlights.  Her  best  friend 
Sylvia  knocks  at  the  kitchen  door  which  is  to  the 
rear  of  the  house. 

Sylvia  is  also  35  years  old.  She  has  dark  hair 
and  is  slightly  overweight.  Both  women  practice 
the  Protestant  faith  and  regard  themselves  to  be 
politically  conservative  Republicans. 

Elaine  is  sitting  in  the  breakfast  area  of  her 
modern  kitchen,  unable  to  see  Sylvia  at  the  back 
door.  She  might  have  heard  her  had  the  volume 
on  the  television  been  lower. 

“Elaine!”  Sylvia  yells  until  she  finally  attracts 
her  attention. 

Elaine  rushes  to  the  door.  “I’m  sorry,  honey.  I 
couldn’t  hear  you.  I was  just  sitting  watching 
Good  Morning  America.  What’s  up?” 

“Oh,  I just  came  over  for  some  company,”  Sylvia 
explains.  “I  wanted  to  watch  the  Sally  Jessy 
Raphael  Show  with  you.  I know  you  always  watch 
it.” 

“I  sure  do!”  Elaine  comments.  “But  Sally  doesn’t 
come  on  for  another  20  minutes  or  so.  Would  you 
care  for  a cup  of  coffee?” 

“No,  ma’am,  but  I’d  like  a cup  of  that  iced  tea 
you  had  yesterday.” 

“Sure  thing.  Have  a seat.  I’ll  pour  you  a glass.” 

“What’s  it  about  today?” 

“What’s  that?” 

“Sally — what’s  her  show  about  today?”  Sylvia 
repeats,  clarifying  her  question  while  positioning 
the  glass  on  the  kitchen  table. 

“Oh,  I’m  not  really  sure.  Something  about  two 
people  getting  married  and  wearing  matching 
gowns.  Something  like  that.” 


“Matching  gowns?  What  is  it — two  women?” 

“I  don’t  really  know,  Sylvia.  We’ll  just  have  to 
wait  until  it  comes  on.” 

Elaine  married  Rodney  Stokes  ten  years  ago. 
They  have  two  children — a boy  and  a girl,  aged 
six  and  seven  respectively.  The  children  are  visit- 
ing their  grandmother,  leaving  Elaine  little  to  do 
around  the  house.  She  enjoys  having  adult  com- 
panionship for  a change. 

Her  husband  Rodney  is  a journalist.  He  writes 
a column  for  a local  newspaper  and  handles  the 
marketing  end  of  it.  He  is  personable  with  a 
knack  for  talking  to  people.  An  all-American  sort 
of  guy  who  enjoys  baseball,  football,  hunting,  soc- 
cer, and  beer.  Typical  middle-class  stuff. 

Sylvia  is  a divorcee  with  no  children.  Since  her 
divorce  she  has  gone  out  to  a few  singles  bars,  but 
that  isn’t  her  style.  “People  just  go  there  to  get 
laid  for  the  night,”  she  often  says.  “Who  needs 
that?” 

Briefly  while  watching  the  end  of  Good  Morning 
America  Elaine  thinks  about  her  life — how  mun- 
dane it  has  become,  how  repetitious,  how  trivial. 
Everything  fits  into  its  proper  place  and  every- 
thing falls  into  a proper  pattern.  And  the  band 
plays  on. 

Rodney  is  a good  enough  husband — a good  pro- 
vider, and  good  with  the  children.  It’s  just  that  he 
fails  to  make  her  feel  the  way  he  did  before  they 
were  married. 

In  the  beginning  Rodney  was  different — at  least 
to  Elaine.  But  as  time  passed  she  could  see  that 
he  was  exactly  like  every  other  suburban  man 
who  managed  a business,  pared  their  on  the  left 
side,  and  drove  a burgundy  Volvo.  Exactly  the 
same.  “Can  you  fetch  me  a Bud,  honey?”  The  re- 
quest echoes  in  her  mind  during  the  commercial 
break. 
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She  met  Rodney  when  Kramer  vs.  Kramer  was 
a hit  movie,  when  “What  a Fool  Believes”  by  the 
Doobie  Brothers  was  the  number  one  hit  record, 
and  Mother  Theresa  was  receiving  the  Nobel 
Peace  Prize.  She  met  him  when  the  Equal  Rights 
Amendment  was  taking  a nose  dive,  when  school 
busing  and  racial  quotas  were  being  opposed,  and 
the  country  was  shifting  from  a liberal  and  hu- 
manitarian philosophy  to  one  that  was  ultra-con- 
servative and  protectionist.  It  was  a time  when 
the  economy  was  slowing  down,  along  with  cre- 
ativity, imagination,  and  morality. 

Back  then  Elaine  could  hear  her  biological  clock 
ticking  and  Rodney  seemed  like  a good  bet.  Later 
she  discovered  that  the  only  thing  different  be- 
tween Rodney  and  every  other  man  she  had  ever 
met  was  that  Rodney  took  pictures  of  his  poetry, 
then  double-exposed  the  text  over  a portrait  of 
himself  and  Elaine.  It  was  a novelty  at  first,  but 
after  the  sixteenth  print,  it  grew  tiresome,  along 
with  everything  else.  Rodney  was  now  on  his 
sixty-seventh  print. 

“She’s  on!”  Sylvia  announces,  waking  Elaine 
from  her  daydream. 

Sally  Jessy  Raphael  announces  that  the  show’s 
topic  was  cross-dressers — men  who  like  to  dress 
up  as  women.  Ms.  Raphael  also  announces  that  at 
the  end  of  the  broadcast  one  of  the  couple  would 
be  getting  married — with  both  wearing  matching 
gowns! 

“Why  the  hell  would  she  want  to  marry  a trans- 
vestite?” Elaine  asks,  directing  her  question  to 
Sylvia  and  perhaps  to  herself. 

“And  why  would  they  want  to  do  it  on  national 
television?”  Sylvia  adds.  “People  just  don’t  have  a 
sense  of  right  and  wrong  anymore.  People  do 
things  just  to  be  on  television,  just  for  the  fun  of 
it.  It’s  sick.” 

Most  women  continue  to  link  cross-dressing 
with  homosexuality,  either  overt  or  latent.  Most 
psychologists  agree.  Not  that  their  view  means 
anything;  it’s  just  an  opinion.  Cross-dressers 
themselves  maintain  that  it’s  done  just  for  fun  . 

Sally  Jessy  Raphael,  nor  any  of  the  participants 
on  the  panel,  manage  to  discuss  the  more  de- 
mented dimensions  of  transvestite  behavior.  And 
of  course,  that’s  only  to  be  expected.  Most  of  her 
viewers  are  middle-aged  housewives  and  elderly 
widows  who  neither  want  to  hear  about  these 
more  sordid  aspects  of  the  fetish,  nor  tax  their 
middle-class  minds  beyond  anything  that  can  be 
laughed  at. 


The  show  is  meant  to  be  a joke.  The  wedding  is 
a joke — the  couple  will  have  a real  ceremony  sev- 
eral days  later.  It  is  just  for  fun. 

As  the  show  progresses  towards  its  end,  both 
partners  leave  to  change  into  their  matching  wed- 
ding gowns — one  for  him  and  one  for  her.  The  re- 
appear after  a lengthy  commercial  break. 

“He  actually  looks  better  than  she  does,”  Elaine 
comments. 

“I  think  she’s  probably  a dyke.  Don’t  you  think 
so?”  Sylvia  asks.  “Why  else  would  she  want  to 
marry  a man  who  wants  to  be  a woman?” 

“I  don’t  know  if  she’s  a dyke  or  not,”  Elaine  an- 
swers, ‘But  she  probably  does  have  some  lesbian 
tendencies.” 

“You  know  there’s  so  many  important  issues 
women  need  to  talk  about.  I don’t  understand 
why  they’re  bringing  something  like  this  on  televi- 
sion. This  needs  to  be  kept  in  the  closet.” 

“I  agree  with  you  one  hundred  percent.  I think 
it’s  disgusting.  And  Sally’s  usually  pretty  good,” 
Elaine  answers,  continuing  to  sip  on  her  glass  of 
iced  tea.  “She’s  going  down  the  tubes — along  with 
Geraldo  and  Oprah.  Donahue’s  still  pretty  good 
though.” 

“Yeah,  I still  like  Donahue  too.” 

The  Sally  Jessy  Raphael  concludes  with  the 
couple  running  in  their  matched  gowns  toward  a 
limousine  parked  just  outside  the  television  stu- 
dio. Another  segment  of  televised  obscurity  comes 
to  a close. 

This  fictional  piece  is  of  course,  strongly  based 
on  enFemme  editor  Robyn  Ann  and  her  televised 
marriage  on  the  Sally  Jessy  Raphael  Show,  a na- 
tionally syndicated  talk  show.  In  this  instance, 
the  mock  image  was  done  just  in  fun.  And  fun  is  a 
key  word. 

In  a previous  issue  of  enFemme,  I wrote  about 
the  hazard  of  striving  to  be  too  perfect.  It’s  a fault 
common  to  many  genetic  females  as  they  strive  to 
match  that  Playboy  magazine  air-brushed, 
tanned  and  perfectly  proportioned  centerfold. 
Somehow  the  article  was  misinterpreted,  conclud- 
ing that  I was  somehow  making  an  attempt  to 
take  all  the  fun  out  of  cross-dressing.  It  wasn’t  my 
intent  and  nearly  all  of  the  responses  from  the 
readers  were  positive.  I’ve  never  been  able  to  un- 
derstand how  my  colleagues  managed  to  make  so 
different  an  interpretation.  But  life  goes  on...  and 
I’m  still  writing.

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This  time  however  I intend  to  be  a little  more 
cautious.  Most  of  us  are  aware  that  there’s  been  a 
sudden  social  fascination  with  transsexuals, 
transvestites,  and  cross-dressers.  This  is  the  first 
time  since  Virginia  Prince  (the  transgen derist) 
appeared  on  the  late  Alan  Burke  Show  over 
twenty  years  ago,  that  any  of  us  has  had  a real 
opportunity  to  discuss  our  alternate  life-styles  on 
national  television.  Even  Playboy’s  television 
broadcast  on  cable  television  has  been  too  timid  to 
discuss  the  transsexual  issue — except  on  one  pre- 
sentation hosted  by  Omar  Sharif,  which  docu- 
mented the  lives  of  transsexuals  living  in  Paris. 

The  Playboy  documentary  by  the  way,  was  very 
tastefully  executed.  I would  expect  nothing  infe- 
rior from  Hugh  Hefner’s  fertile  garden  on  graph- 
ics and  text.  These  Parisian  transsexuals  were  all 
exquisitely  beautiful — exhibiting  a very  definite 
commitment  to  looking  and  living  as  real  women. 

Unfortunately  most  of  the  ladies  were  forced  to 
earn  their  livelihood  through  prostitution — a con- 
dition imposed  on  them  by  a chauvinistic  culture 
that  prefers  women  and  transsexuals  to  be  viewed 
as  sex  objects. 

What  has  always  been  lacking  in  the  trans- 
sexual and  cross-dressing  communities  is  a spe- 
cial sisterhood  with  the  feminist  community. 
Supposedly  feminism  is  about  the  right  to  choose 
various  attributes  about  being  a woman.  Yet 
when  it  comes  to  transsexuals  and  cross-dressers 
the  feminists  look  the  other  way.  They  prefer  to 
ignore  feminist  issues  that  concern  all  women:  the 
right  to  wear  or  not  to  wear  make-up;  the  right  to 
look  feminine,  masculine,  or  even  androgynous; 
the  right  to  live  and  work  as  a woman,  and  be  fi- 


nancially compensated  on  an  equal  basis  with 
men;  and  so  on  and  so  on. 

If  these  issues  sound  familiar,  they  should.  Be- 
cause each  and  every  one  is  addressed  at  some 
point  by  the  feminist  community.  Yet  that  same 
community  is,  in  many  instances,  adamant  to- 
wards our  social  goals. 

Yes,  I know  there  are  exceptions.  I’m  fully 
aware  of  the  fact  that  some  bona  fide  women 
within  the  lesbian  community  have  an  attraction 
to  transsexuals.  However  are  any  of  these  lesbi- 
ans politically  or  socially  active  in  the  feminist 
cause?  I think  not.  And  from  the  indication  most 
people  receive  from  the  television  talk  shows,  the 
only  activity  in  which  these  lesbians  engage  is 
sexual. 

When  that  happens  all  of  us  are  thrown  into 
the  pot  of  sexual  perverts.  That’s  why  I’m  so  con- 
cerned about  the  image  we  project.  Transsexual 
lesbians  who  make  comments  on  national  televi- 
sion like  “I’m  a dyke  with  a dick”  do  all  of  us  a 
very  serious  injustice. 

Some  of  us  are  falling  into  a trap  set  by  televi- 
sion personalities  who  make  millions  each  year  by 
sensationalizing  the  lives  of  people  who  have  no 
other  voice.  Thus  far,  television  exposure  has 
done  more  to  hurt  the  rights  of  transsexuals  and 
cross-dressers  than  it  has  done  anything  to  help. 

That’s  my  opinion,  and  I stand  by  it.  Needless 
to  say  I’m  not  infallible,  and  I would  love  to  read 
your  comments — pro  or  con — on  this  particular 
article  and  this  issue.

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ther  and  crimping  it.  When  they  were  both  com- 
pletely ready,  they  stood  arm  in  arm  in  front  of  a 
full-length  mirror  admiring  themselves  and  with 
one  loose  hand  touched  up  their  makeup.
